Town WILL have a 
say on health cuts 


A MEETING will be held in 
Newmarket to discuss the axing of 
the out-of-hours base at the town’s 
Hospital. 

Harmoni, provider of the emergency 
medical service, told the News it was in 
discussions towards staging a meeting in 
the town next month and it said the time 
and date would be released as soon as they 
were settled. 

Newmarket residents had slammed a 
patient forum held in Worlington in April 
as poorly publicised and hard to reach for 
those without their own means of transport, 
and town councillors offered the Memorial 
Hall in Newmarket as a venue for a meeting 
about the service. 

Dr David Lee, Harmoni’s regional medical 
director, said: “We are currently liaising 
with NHS Suffolk and Newmarket Town 
Council with a view to holding a meeting in 
Newmarket in June when members of the 
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public can come along and find out more 
about how our service is operated and ask 
questions of those in attendance. 

‘As soon as a date and venue are agreed 
we will announce it through the local 
media and other patient communication 
channels.” 

He said they were “fully committed” to 
listening to those using the out-of-hours 
service and said the Worlington forum had 
been a chance for people across West 
Suffolk to find out more about the service 
and was not an event dedicated specifically 
to the closure of Newmarket’s out-of-hours 
base. 

The decision on the out-of-hours service 
will be made by Suffolk County Council’s 
health and scrutiny committee on July 5. 

Cllr Warwick Hirst of Newmarket Town 
Council, who has been active in the 
campaign to reinstate the service at 


Newmarket Hospital, said: “It’s good news 
they are going to hold it but we have made 
it our position to the health and scrutiny 
committee that until they (Harmoni) hold 
it, they do not have a view from 
Newmarket.” 

Newmarket’s mayor, Cllr Keith Bovill, 
also welcomed the news. He said: “I think 
it’s good that Harmoni have actually 
listened to the feedback they received from 
Newmarket and at least are prepared to 
hold a public meeting to enable the local 
community to express their views.” 

He said the meeting needed to be held in 
the town because its residents were those 
most affected by the changes to the service. 

Cllr Bovill said: “We would hope that 
they would seriously reconsider the current 
arrangements and reinstate the out-of-hours 
doctor at Newmarket Hospital.” 

Newmarket’s out-of-hours doctors’ base 
was closed for a three-month trial period in 
February.

Man found hanged at 
home was depressed 


A MILDENHALL man 
found hanged at his home 
had suffered depression 
and anxiety, an inquest 
heard. 

Lee Ayers was 
discovered by his mother, 
Beverley, in Conifer Close 
on February 21, the 
hearing in Bury St 
Edmunds was told last 
Thursday. 

The inquest heard 
Suffolk Police had been 
called at 11.20am, Mr 
Ayers’ death was 
confirmed 10 minutes later 
and a note he had 
addressed to his mother 
had been found. 


Coroner Dr Peter Dean 
said while the cause of 
death was hanging, 
depression and anxiety 
were among the factors 
which had contributed. 

He said: “Police found no 
evidence there was any 
reason to believe this was 
anything other than a 
premeditated suicide and 
the note was left which 
again confirmed intent 
from that point of view.” 

Dr Dean said Mr Ayers 
“understood and intended” 
the consequences of his 
actions and recorded a 
verdict of suicide.

Craft plan 
for market 

MONTHLY craft markets are the 
first in a stream of events planned 
to breathe life into Newmarket 
and its dwindling market. 

It is hoped charity days where 
not-for profit organisations can 
host stalls, vintage car events and 
live music competitions will be 
held by Forest Heath District 
Council alongside the twice- 
weekly market. 

Andy Neal, who runs a 
mobility stall, said: “We want to 
have something going on all the 
time.” 

While the Guineas shopping 
centre has planning permission to 
expand into the market square 
and a rejuvenated market is 
expected to have a role in the 
development, things are moving 
more slowly than expected.

Witness appeal after

A MAN was killed when his car 
hit a tree near Ashley.

FOLLOWING two unsuccessful unscheduled 
extraordinary meetings (EOMs) in April and early 
May Cheveley Parish Council, at its scheduled 
annual general meeting (ACM), elected Mr David 
Keith and Mr Rick Humphries as chairman and 
vice chairman respectively for the coming year. 
The chairman acknowledged that it had been a 
difficult year for the council culminating at the 
end of March in the suspension of Mr Rick 
Humphries for a period of four months. Mr 
Humphries was welcomed back to council after 
his successful petition to the First Tier Tribunal 
(Local Government Standards in England) to 
appeal against the sanction imposed by ECDC. 
Council agreed that until such time as the 
tribunal, that maintains full judiciary powers to act 
including setting aside or revoking decisions 
made, had completed its work it would be 
inappropriate for council to make comment or 
take pre-emptive action. 

It was agreed that irrespective of the outcome of 
the appeal, proactive steps would be taken to set 
up working parties and committees with external 
advisory and independent non-council members 
to encourage better internal governance 
mechanisms to the council and its councillor 
members. It is anticipated that these actions 
together with more active training programme(s) 
will assist in eliminating the discord and internal 
tensions that had caused the severe difficulties

within council in the previous year. It is hoped 
that such actions will unify the council and its 
members and this in turn will allow for better and 
more rational decision-making processes that will 
benefit and better serve the community. 

District councillor Tom Kerby and Mrs Sallie 
Thomas had expressed an interest in being co¬ 
opted to council but it was agreed by majority 
vote that for a variety of considerations relating to 
the ongoing undertakings by the tribunal as well 
as concerns raised relating to past and current 
activities their co-option was not in the best 
interests of the parish. There remain four 
vacancies, two in each Ward at Cheveley Parish 
Council, and anyone who is willing to engage 
with and to openly and positively contribute to 
community projects and local issues are warmly 
invited to apply.

in the thoroughfare in recent 
months and it is hoped its 
results will be visible in a 
matter of days. 

He said: “It’s going to 
hopefully make it look a lot 
tidier and more attractive - 
that’s our aim - to improve the 
look of the High Street. People 
are always moaning about it.” 

The new street furniture 
should be in place by the 
Queen’s Diamond Jubilee in 
early June. But Cllr Hirst said 
while the celebration was a 
nice target, the committee’s 
sights were really set on the 
visit of the Olympic flame in 
July. 

Suffolk County Council is 
expected to repaint the posts it 


owns in the High Street later in 
the summer. 

In the longer-term, the 
committee is working towards 
the regeneration of the Rutland 
Hill area in the High Street, 
which is currently used as a 
car park. 

The committee hopes to 
pedestrianise it and introduce 
seating and plants to the area. 
Suffolk County Council has 
said it is in favour of the 
proposal in principle. 

Forest Heath District Council 
has paid for the bins while 
items including the benches 
and cycle racks are being 
financed from £50,000 
awarded to the committee by 
the town council. 

Newmarket residents voted 
before Christmas for the High 
Street Regeneration Committee 
to have the money out of the 
proposals for community 
projects in the running for the 
sum.

THE death of a young 
chorister found with a belt 
tied around his neck was a 
tragic accident, an inquest 
heard. 

Edward Morgan-Gooch, from 
Wickhambrook, had been 
tucked up in bed as usual by 
his mother, Julia Gooch, on the 
night of his death, the hearing 
in Bury St Edmunds was told 
last Thursday. 

But just 40 minutes later, 
when Ms Gooch went to turn 
off her 12-year-old son’s 
bedside light, she found him 
sitting on the floor with a belt 
tied tightly around his neck. 

Coroner Dr Peter Dean said 
she had struggled to remove 
the belt but Edward’s father, 
Christopher Morgan, succee¬ 
ded and battled to resuscitate 
him. 

Paramedics arrived and

fought to save Edward, a 
chorister at St Edmundsbury 
Cathedral, but he was 
pronounced dead at 11.05pm 
on November 2 at West Suffolk 
Hospital. 

Dr Dean said it was possible 
Edward had tied the belt 
around his neck to improve his 
singing or his ability to hold 
his breath, as Dr Peter Powell 
of Suffolk’s Safeguarding 
Children Team, had speculated 
in a report. 

The inquest heard Edward 
had been happy, motivated and 
enthusiastic, with a stable and 
supportive home and school 
life and it was not believed he 
had meant to hurt himself. 

Dr Dean said: “There’s no 
suggestion that he had any 
unhappiness or intent to harm 
himself in any way. The 


situation in which he was 
found was a seated one; it’s not 
correct to say he was hanging.” 

The inquest heard Edward, a 
student at St James Middle 
School in Bury St Edmunds, 
had prepared his schoolbag for 
the following day before going 
to bed. 

Dr Dean said: “I would 
emphasise there is no evidence 
that Edward was anything but 
a much loved, very happy and 
enthusiastic young lad who 
was clearly very motivated by 
and very much enjoyed his 
time as a chorister, and was 
thinking actively of the future 
and anticipating and keenly 
planning it.” 

He said the primary cause of 
his death was ligature 
compression of the neck and 
recorded a verdict of 
accidental death.

SACHA Baron Cohen atones for the 
sins of the woeful Bruno with this 
bad-taste comedy which kicks sand 
in the eye of political correctness. 

No subject is off limits-the 
September 11 attacks, rape, sexual 
equality, Judaism-as the film 
tramples merrily over social taboos 
as the titular despot runs amok in 
New York City. 

Baron Cohen is once again at at 
the centre of the madness, this time 
relying on a script rather than inspired 
improvisation with the unsuspecting 
public. 

Fie plays Admiral General Aladeen, 
tyrannical ruler of the African state of 
Wadiya, who is hiding the real Bin 
Laden in one of his opulent palace’s 
spare rooms. 

During a visit to “the Devil’s nest” 
of America to address the United 
Nations about his nuclear arsenal, 
Aladeen is usurped by his duplicitous 
brother Tamir (Sir Ben Kingsley) and 


cast adrift on the street, without his 
trademark beard or any form of 
identification. 

Zoey (Anna Faris), the tomboyish 
manager of a vegan feminist non¬ 
profit co-operative, takes pity on 
Aladeen, accepting him as an 
immigrant called Allison Burgers. 

Sparks of romance are continually 
extinguished by Aladeen’s bigotry. 
And when Zoey eventually discovers 
the truth about his identity, she is 
horrified. 

The Dictator delights and disturbs, 
careening from razor sharp satire to 


the Monty Python-esque). 

It’s hard to resist a wry smile when 
Baron Cohen’s abominable 
protagonist makes a speech to 
American dignitaries and exposes the 
Land Of The Free as a dictatorship in 
all but name.

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Chelsea's year-round interest 


V ISITORS to this year's 
RHS Chelsea Flower 
Show will no doubt see 
spring flowers in bloom long 
after their natural flowering 
period, while late summer 
perennials and other flowering 
plants will be brought forward 
in artificial conditions to ensure 
they are flowering for the event. 

But Arne Maynard, garden designer 
of the Laurent-Perrier Bicentenary 
Carden at this year's show, says his aim 
is to create a usable gardeners' garden 
that works through all seasons. 

It's his second garden for Chelsea - 
the first won Best in Show in 2000 in 
collaboration with Piet Oudolf. 

Maynard said: "The garden is designed 
to be an inspirational yet achievable 
realisation of enduring elegance - 
something that can be grown and 
enjoyed in a real situation. It will bear 
fruit and provide flowers throughout the 
year, with each element having its time 
to shine." 

Low-level topiary and pleached 
copper beech trees provide structure 
and beautiful colour all year round, as 
the copper beech leaves turn a stunning 
golden colour over winter. 

Topiary box act as 'sentinels' or 
markers in the garden, drawing the eye 
to particular points of interest, while a 
specimen pear tree creates grandeur 
and will bear fruit in autumn. 

Rich, deep burgundy, soft pinks and 
pale lilacs make up the colour scheme

and plants which add a romantic veil 
during the summer months include 
roses, poppies (Papaver somniferum 
'Double Black' and R 'Double Lilac' are 
particular gems), as well as salvias, 
geraniums and dianthus. 

"Creating a garden with year-round 
interest, for most gardeners, is a gradual 
process," he says. 

"It takes time to gather plants that 
work well in the different aspects of a 
garden and to work out successful plant 
combinations. 

"There are no rules governing how 
you create year-round effect, but there 
are a few things you can do to ensure 
your garden is constantly evolving." 

He offers the following tips to create 
a garden with year-round interest: 

■ Understand your garden. Look at its 
aspect, soil type and consider the effect 
you are hoping to create. Your choice, 
whether it be a neat, clipped look, or a 
billowy, natural feel, will affect your 
choice of plants. 

■ Visit a local nursery or garden centre 
every month for ideas. Look for colours 
that will suit a particular area of your 
garden and include flowers and foliage. 



Look for unusual textures and differing 
heights. Check the labels to see what 
height and breadth the plant is likely to 
reach in maturity as this will determine 
where you place it in the bed. 

■ Look for plants that seem to thrive in 
neighbours' gardens and for those that 
appear naturalised in hedgerows or 
fields. These are the building blocks for 
your planting scheme and are sure to 
do well in your soil. 


I Don't be afraid of trees. Even in small 
gardens, a well-placed tree can set 
everything else off. "I think all gardens 
should have at least one fruit tree, 
which can be trained or pruned to keep 
the shape neat," Maynard says. 

He loves using topiary in his designs 
and stresses that a well-chosen tree can 
add either a contemporary feel or bring 
a touch of tradition to a garden. 

■ Try to keep your planting scheme

tight. Either choose a colour scheme or 
a limited palette of plants, to ensure 
your garden feels like one whole space 
rather than a series of separate spaces. 
Repeat a few plants throughout the 
scheme to give the garden an elegant 
simplicity.

"He's in good order and went up in the ratings 
to 89 after his win at Sandown," said Botti. 

"We probably want to step him up in class now 
and we might track the German Guineas at the 
end of this month and see how the race shapes 
up. This is a progressive three-year-old who is 
going the right way and he wouldn't mind a bit 
of juice in the ground as well." 

Fairy on comeback trail 

ED Dunlop's incredible mare Snow Fairy will 
soon be back in full work as her trainer eyes 
major prizes in the second half of the season. 
The five-year-old has won five Group One 
contests in four different countries and was last 
seen landing Japan's Queen Elizabeth II 
Commemorative Cup for the second time in 
November. 

She was injured in the build-up to the Hong 
Kong International meeting the following month 
and while she has yet to return to Dunlop's yard, 
he has issued an upbeat bulletin. "She's ticking 


along and is back in ridden exercise," said 
Dunlop.

He and Italian co-driver Marco 
Bonanomi were racing the R18 
ultra LMP car for the first time, 
but their performance matched 
that of their more experienced 
Audi team-mates and, were it 
not for a safety-car period just 
over halfway through, the pair 
might even have grabbed 
second place. 

“It was my first time being part 
of the Audi sportscar team and 
to get on to the podium was very 
special,” said 28-year-old Jarvis.

MARCO Botti this week warned 
Frankel’s legion of supporters: 
Forget Excelebration at your peril. 

The world’s best racehorse is due to 
make his seasonal re-eappearance in the 
JLT Lockinge Stakes at Newbury on 
Saturday, where he will face Botti’s former 
charge for the fourth time. 

But although Frankel has won their three 
previous encounters and has recovered 
from a slight injury in time to make his 
debut as a four-year-old, Excelebration - 
now with Aidan O’Brien at Ballydoyle - 
has already won this season. 

And Botti (right), based at Green Ridge 
Stables in Newmarket, said: “I know 
Excelebration didn’t beat much and it 
wasn’t the strongest field when he won at 
the Curragh (in the Gladness Stakes last 
month). But the way he won suggested he 
has strengthened between three and four. 


“I thought he travelled well and picked 
up well.” 

Frankel, unbeaten in nine races, was four 
lengths better than Excelebration in the 
Queen Elizabeth II Stakes in October - the 
last time Sir Henry Cecil’s star was in 
action - and Botti said: “It’s an 
interesting race to watch. 

Frankel has looked great on 
the gallops, but with a race 
under his belt Excel¬ 
ebration definitely has an 
advantage, so it wouldn’t 
surpise me if he closed 
the gap. 

“He wouldn’t mind the 
ground if it stayed on the 
soft side of good either.” 

O’Brien, who also left So 
You Think and Windsor 
Castle in at the confirmation 


stage - the former is unlikely to run, 
though - said: “Excelebration is a very 
relaxed horse and good enough to 
compete. Marco did a great job with him, 
but he’s a year older and has strengthened. 

“It will be interesting taking on Frankel - 
if you know his Achilles heel, let me 
know!” 

Cecil was satisfied with 
Frankel’s last racecourse 
appearance, a piece of
